Laundering 
investigation 
nets $35 million 

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Federal law enforcement offi- 
cials arrested 1-12 people and 
seized S35 million, concluding a 
three-year money-laundering 
investigation involving, Mexican 
banks and two drug-smuggling 
canels, the Cjinton administra- 
tion said Monday. 

The Treasury Department, in a 
statement, called it “the culinina- 
don of the largest, most compre- 
hensive drug money-laundering 
case in the history of U:SHaw 
enforcement.” 

In addition to money, officials 
seized more than 2 tons of 
cocaine and 4 tons of m.'unjuana. 

“Today is a very bad day for 
drug dealers in this hemisphere," 
Attorney General Janet Reno 
said. 

The undercover operation, dis- 
closed in indictments unsealed 
today in U.S. District Court in 
.Xos..Angeles, was.lcd..by the . 
- Customs Service and known as 
“Operation Casablanca."

•nVlN FALLS - Nothing has 
been decided yet. but a major 
des-elopment proposal for a new 
Albertson-'s Food Center is 
beginning to hinge on traffic 
improvements for the intersec- 
tion of Blue Lakes Boulevard 

A public hearing on the $7.6 
million expansion generated 
plenty' of supportive testimony ut 
Money’s Qty Council meeting. 
But several speakers said the 
dev-clopment would boost traffic 
-a rwhar-iy-aiready-The-c i r y’ s " 
busiest intersection. 

City Engineer Cary Young 
said he’s drafted a tentative plan 
to add a second righc-tum lane 
>iocj«gtbot:ndjpffic.oaAidrii«ffU. 
to turn north onto Blue Lakes. 
An agent for Albertson’s said 
he'd try to work an extra turn 
lane into his proposal before the 
council holds its final public 
hearing onjune 1. 

Councilman Lance Clow said 
the extra-lane request is reason- 
able because the dty would have 
to abandon a significant amount 
of Ash Street. He estimated the 
Ash Street real estatd is wonh ■ 
around $2(X),000. 

“We’ve got a right to ask for 
this to make (Blue Lakes and 
Addison) a better corner," added 
Councilman Howard .\Uen.‘ 

Albenson’s is seeking to build 
a brand-new store on land just 
north of its existing store; the 
— land4s-cunrentiy-occujMed-by-10- 
dudlexes belonging to the.Twin 
Fails Houstog Authority. If the 
newrstore is built, Albertson’s 
would lease its old building to a ■ ' 
retail tennnL 

Several neighbors, including 
the chairman of the Twin Falls 
Houstog Authority, enthusiasti- 
cally supported the Albertson’s 
plan. But Stephen Lincoln, a fo^ 
mer cotmdl member who owns a 
dental practice at the corner of 
Lincoln and Ash streets, immedi- 
ately 'behind the existing 
Albertson’s, said mere dommer 
daldev-elopment to the area will 
spawn more traffic at Blue Lakes 
and Addison. 

“This plan cannot be good," 
Lincoln said. “It will not help 
this int ers ec ti on." 

Moreo%*er, Lincoln urged the 
council to be firm w^th 
Albertson’s about landscaping 
requirdmeiits. 

"When you're talking with 
these people about greenbelts, 
let’s look at their tni^ record," 
he said, adding that his \*iew of- 
the Albertson's store has 
received negligible landscaping 
to the past 25 years. 

Space is tight between Blue 
Lakes and Locust Street, said 
Kevin Mortensen, who is an 
agent working on Albertson's 
behalf. It* is difficult to balance 
'the space requirements for a— 
new building against adequate 
parking and landscaping, he 
«aid.' 

To ease toe squeeze, he asked 
' for [fh’allower landscaping ' ' 
biifiers along Blue Lakes; he olro 
proposed to elevate the street 
side of those buffer areas,' thus 
. giving them a “bigg^" appear- 
ance.

Craig Thomas says Fish and Wildlife Service 
Director Jamie Clark has guaranteed ttfm that after a recovery 
plan is approved this summer, the ogenQr will begin the process of 
delisting ^e grizzly bear. 

As officials pursue a plan to reintroduce the grizzly in north- 
ern Idaho, Clark told the Wyoming Republican that the bear will
